PROCLAMATION OF THE GOV- 
ERNOR. 

Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
Executive Department. 

Ab Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky and exercis- 
ing the authority vested in me by 
Section 80, of the Constitution, 
I, J. C. W. Beckham, do herehy 
call the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky to 
convene in extraordinary session 
in the city of Frankfort, on 
Thursday, the 12th day of Janu- 
ary, 1905. 

It is apparent to all who are ac- 
quainted with the situation that 
the present Capitol site is inad- 
equate and unsuited as a place 
for the new Capitol building and 
it is evident that to build upon 
the present site is the loss of the 
present buildings and the great 
cost of providing other quarters 
for the Departments of the State 
Government during the time of 



construction of the new building 
and also the cost and risk of the 
removal and preservation of all 
the records and archives of the 
State. 

I, therefore, deem it expedient 
and wise that the General Assem- 
bly should be called together in 
extraordinary session and I desig- 
nate for its sole consideration, 
when it shall meet on the afore- 
said date, the question as to 
whether or not the new Capitol 
building, provided for by an act 
ot the General Assembly at its 
regulur session in 1904, shall be 
erected upon the present Capitol 
site or upon some other site within 
or contiguous to the city of Frank- 
fort, and in the event the General 
Assembly should deem it best 
that some other site should be 
selected, then to make such pro- 1 
visions as may be necessary to 
secure it. 

In testimony whereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 



the great seal of the Common. 
■ wealth to be hereunto affixed. 
| Done at Frankfort this 4th day 
of January, 1905, and in the 118th 
year of the Commonwealth.
